CAR SHORTAGE ENORMOUS; 
FEEL STRAIN. 


N ALARMING and unprece- 
A dented car shortage ‘existing 

throughout the United States, 
due directly to the European conflict 
and a consequent shortage of ocean- 
going vessels, may seriously affect the 
moving of the California crops this 
year. The national effect will be 
enormous but because of climatic con- 


c, ditions, the California crops are the 


first to mature and will be the first 


to feel the shortage. 

Conditions are so acute in this State 
the Railroad Commission has 
dressed a letter to all shippers and 
receivers of freight, urging them to 
co-operate during the present emer- 
gency and in a measure relieve the 
situation. The letter follows: 

The commission desires to cal] at- 
tention to the unprecedented car 
shortage now existing throughout the 
United States. This situation is a di- 
-rect result of the European conflict, 
there being a shortage of ocean-going 
vessels, anid as a consequence thous- 
ands of cars are being held under load 
at the various seaports awaiting space 
for export.

There are sufficient reasons for prepar- 
edness. The most significant and com- 
pelling of those reasons is that personal 
courage and national bravery, the senti- 
ment of patriotism hardening into inflexible 
resolve the face of each soldier, such as 
we as a nation have inherited from the 
founders and defenders of this republic, are 
no longer the decisive elements in warfare. 
It has become a thing of technical science. 
Blood and sinew and stout hearts must be 
supported by giant gins and spitfire ma- 
chines, long, long columns of ammunition 
trucks, great flotillas of aeroplanes, and 
swarming steel sharks beneath the waves 
to protect the vast fleets of huge dread- 
naughts. All those things and ten thousand 
others, too, that the warriors of 200, 100, of 
fifty, and even of ten years ago did not 
have to reckon with, are now the compo- 
nent and decisive elements of warfare. And 
our nation is inadequately prepared without 
them. To go to war with anything like our 
present deficiency would mean untold, in- 
calculable wretchedness and humiliation. 
Judicious preparedness would not only 
mean successful defense, but would prob- 
ably bar the possibility of war, for«no foe- 
man, no matter how bold, strikes at a 
country he does not think he can defeat; 
and we at the present time have a pitiablyr 
small equipment compared with those of 


‘other world powers. We should have been 


prepared long before Belgium wrote in 

blood and fire her tragic warning. We 

should make judicious haste and prepare at 

all points, for— 

“There are dangers our fathers knew not of 
In the days of wind and sail— , 

The unseen foes and sighted Death 

With the foam along the rail! 

But here’s to the crew of the armor clad— 
The men of steel and steam! 

They're the same old stock from the parent

Under these circumstances it is simply

‘plies the fuel for our railroads, steamships 


and factories; the motor spirit for our auto- 
mobiles, truck and gas engines; the lubri- 
cants for every piece of machinery in. the 
State, and for the farmer’s horse-wagon 
equally with the modern limousine. The oll 
industry as a whole represents in Califor- 
nia an investment of hundreds of millions 
of dollars, of whfch a very large proportion 
is in refineries and their adjuncts. Thou- 
sands of Californians depend for daily 
bread on them. The newspaper that 
viciously and ignorantly strikes at the oil 
industry or any of its branches strikes 
right at these people and the means of 
livelihood. 

And not at them alone. For upon the

of business. with thousands of people 
vitally interested in them. Again, to cause

its defense, for our oil fields and refineries 
must supply a most important part of our 
military and naval resources in time of war.
